Recognized hy Courts 


In the most important development in landlord-tenant 
relationships since the passing of the new provincial 
act last February, County Judge McClellan has ruled 
that the organization of tenant associations and mem- 
bership in them “constitute attempts to secure or en- 
force the legal rights of tenants,” 


In effect, THE JUDGE HAS SAID THAT THE NEW 

ACT GIVES TENANTS THE LEGAL RIGHT TO OR- 

, and as a consequence, considerable legal 
protection against evictions, 

(The provincial Act says that in an eviction proceeding 
a Judge may refuse to grant an order for possession 
if in his opinion the tenant is “attempting to secure 
or enforce his legal rights”), 

Judge McClellan’s ruling was given in county court 
when he quashed an appeal sought by Rosenthal Hold- 
ings (owners of the Orwell Hotel) against a June 4th 
decision by Judge Gerald Levey in the provincial small 
claims court. : 

At that hearing Judge Levey ruled that tenant Lewis 
Williams" action in protesting an illegal rent increase 


order for possession but he sidestepped the question 


of the legal right of tenants to organize. 

Judge McClellan, in quashing Rosenthal's appeal, 
also affirmed that the new Act in effect gives ten- 
ants the legal right to organize. 

“We feel that Judge McClellan’s ruling is an his- 
toric landmark for B.C. tenants," said Bruce Yorke, 
secretary of the Vancouver Tenants Council, 

(The Council had arranged that Williams be repre- 
sented by lawyer Jerome Paradis). 

“Tenants no longer have to fear reprisals from 
landlords because they have got together to do some- 
thing about their grievances. We urge tenants to form 
organizations, not only to secure their legal rights 
but also to establish the bargaining strength necessary 
to bring about fair rents’’, said Yorke. 

Meanwhile in connection with the original issue that 
resulted in this ruling, the Tenants Council announced 
that they will ask the city prosecutor to launch pro- 
ceedings against Rosenthal Holdings, compelling them 
to return the illegal rent increase (approximately $5,00 
per month, for 6 months, for 30 tenants), 

The Council also announced that Williams has asked 
David Brant of the Metropolitan Health Service of 
Greater Vancouver to require Rosenthal Holdings to 
change Williams’ linen on a regular basis. 
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and signed by Bernardine Dohrn.

Break them 
out! If David Harris has ten friends in the world, I 
say to you, get off your pious non-violentasses and break 
them out!” 

Timothy ‘then ends his letter from the underground 
this way: “There is no excuse for one brother or sister 
to remain a prisoner of war, . ." 

"Listen, the hour is late, Tota! war is upon us. 
Fight to live or you'll die, Freedom is life, Freedom 
will live," concludes the statement over Leary's sign- 
ature. 

“The youth of America are now looking to Timothy 
as their leader," Mike told the reporters gathered 
at his office. 

“There is now a merger of Timothy and the Weather- 
men,” he said, (Frankly, his words stunned me.) 

“This portends more destruction to the Amerikkkan 
government than anything in history,” Mike said, “I 
wholeheartedly support him. He's my brother,”

Listen. It is a comfortable, self-indulgent cop-out 
to look for conventional economic-political solutions. 


Brothers and Sisters, this is a war for survival. 
Ask Huey and Angela. They dig it. 


Ask the wild free animals, They know it. 
Ask the turned-on ecologists. They sadly admit it. 


I declare that World War III is now being waged 
by short-haired robots whose deliberate aim is to 
destroy the complex web of free wild life by the im- 
position of mechanical order. 


Listen. There is no choice left but to defend life 
by all and every means possible against the genocidal 
machine.

About that recently-dumped US nerve gas: Few people 
know that we have a labatSuffield, Alberta with a closely 
guarded 1000-square-mile back yard where, since ‘41, 
Canada has tested and perfected nerve gases, asphyx- 
jating chemicals, and viruses. And we share all that 
we learn with the USA, the UK, and Australia. (So whose 
was that gas really?) 

In ‘52 an international team of scientists found the US 
guilty of using germ-warfare in Korea, Yet, despite our 
signature on the Geneva Protocol of 1925, and despite 
the recent amazing rise of plague cases in Vietnam, 
we go on helping with germs too, The US Army Field 
manual SFM-3-10 gives CBW’s advantages: (1) Search 
Ability. Clouds of germs or gas can cover large areas. 
(2) Germs and the deadly colourless, odourless gases 
give no warning. (3) No Escape, These clouds penetrate

Late in ‘68 Dr. U.M.Franklin, associate science pro- 
fessor at the University of Toronto, and two other nat- 
ional executive members of the Voice of Women talked 
with officials at Suffield, They asked whether Parlia- 
ment sets guidelines for the kind of work being done, why 

.|there has never been a Parliamentary review of it, 
and whether there is a chance of shared Canadian know- 
how being used offensively by the US, Mr. A.M, Pennie, 
one of the Suffield heads, replied that the Suffield people 
have no responsibility for what others may do with 
shared information, He showed a marked allergy for 
the word NUREMBERG, 

Later Mr. Pennie refused an invitation from Science 
Forum to answer Dr. Franklin’s article in that journal, 
A public panel, arranged by the University of Toronto 
on defence research had to be cancelled when our De- 
fence Research Board refused to send a representative. 
Yet in many countries concerned scientists have chal- 
lenged their nations’ CBW programs and started demo- 
cratic discussion. Why not here?

THE LONGHAIR 
SYNDROME AT 
THE ALCAZAR 


Last night I went to the pub in the Alcazar Hotel, 
expecting it to be filled as usual with beautiful people, 
To my shock and surprise itwasnearly empty and no one 
was there that wasn’t very straight looking. On inquiry, 
the waiter told me that the management had been faced 
with the ultimatum from law enforcement officials of 
either clearing the beautiful people out or losing their 
license, 

Were the (gutless) management to attempt to resist 
thi s kind of coersion the procedure would be simply 
not to comply with the demand, and to present appropriate 
evidence at the licence revocation hearing which would 
soon follow. The management would however be taking 
a substantial risk in following this course, and would 
be taking such risk not for its own benefit but for the 
benefit of its former customers, To the management the 


problem is purely economic. The point is that there is 
legal recourse available to the management for the 
protection of its economic rights. 

The hundreds of persons obliged to find new watering 
holes have no legal recourse, The system provides a 
recourse only for the loss of economic rights and recog- 
nizes no others, It hardly needs to be pointed out that 
this is entirely typical of justice in a capitalist society, 
in which the only legally recognized purpose for the exist- 
ence of a pub is to make money. 

It is obvious also that a lawenforecementagency which 
can arbitrarily discriminate against longhairs is also 
capable of discriminating against people over 40, people 
with curly hair, or high heeled shoes. The law provides 
no remedy for the persons discriminated against, it only 
provides a remedy for the person whose economic in- 
terests may be damaged by such discrimination and even 
that remedy is obviously so imperfect that the manage- 
ment has elected not to employ it. 

In contrast, it might be pointed out that prostitution 
runs rampant at other pubs, The city's law enforcement 
apparently regards longhairs as much more undesirable 
than prostitutes. Again, we are touching upon an economic 
interest, 

I sought an interview with the Mayor to determine 
whether he preferred long or short haired prostitutes, 
but was told that he wasn’t in. KS.

Refusal of the B.C. Supreme Court to quash Surrey's

Oliver sent back 3 Short reply, to the effect that such 
action would require approval from city council. “I 
recommend you make formal application to the city clerk, 
Ronald Thompson,” Oliver wrote. 


“WE DON'T NEED COUNCIL'S OK” 


Sunday night, Take Back the Earth met and decided 
to go ahead, despite Oliver’s statement that council’s 
approval would have to be sought first. 

“We don’t feel we need council’s approval for any- 
thing as essential to our survival as clean air," Stowe 
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said. 

“The inconvenience to traffic won’t amount to any- 
thing more than street work, and our action will free 
a downtown area of the noise, fumes and congestion of 
car traffic.” 

The committee instead empowered Stowe to deliver 
to Thompson a copy of their original letter of intent to 
the police department and a copy of Oliver’s reply. This 
he did Tuesday, No permission from city hallwas sought. 
This was merely to inform them. 

Another committee member put it more strongly 
than Stowe: “The reason we are not begging, asking or 
imploring the powers-that-be for the use of the streets 
is that the streets belong to the people. 

“The authorities have a certain kind of illegitimacy 
in cases like this and if we do not challenge it, we will 
be polluted to death!” 

Some degree of compromise was shown in the choice 
of Robson and the feeder streets for the mall location, 
Some members of Take Back the Earth felt a busier 
traffic artery, like Georgia Street, ought to be shut 
down. 

“Cars are killing us, let’s stop them!” said one man, 

But the consensus was that there was little chance 
the police would tolerate such an action, and the main 
thing is to show the citizens of Vancouver how liveable 
their downtown could be with streets turned into malls, 
not to have a militant and probably unsuccessful con- 
frontation with police force.

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CHARLES GAGNON 


REVOLUTIONARY 


BY TONY TUGWELL 

Charles Gagnon didn't like being associated with the 
Parti Quebecois. He told an audience at UBC last week 
that he “did not come out here to be a representative 
of the P.Q. I want to make it clear. I don't want to 

outside Quebec and say we are all agreeing.” 

agnon was reacting to the way Claude Charron was 
handling his side of the debate, Charron is a repre- 
sentative of the Parti Quebecois, And he seemed to be 
minimizing the differences between his party and the 
revolutionary movement Gagnon is a part of. As he des- 
vribed the situation in Quebec Charron was saying 
“as Cha has said’? and at the same time lookin, 
across the table at Gagnon, 

But there wasn’t that much ground for agreement 
between the two men. As Charron said, humourously at 
the beginning of his talk: “As he is the revolutionary 
and I am the parliamentarian, I put a tie on to be sure 
you didn’t get us confused, 

But aside from the fact that they were both small 
and fairly young men, and had difficulty with some of the 
more complex English words (Charron in particular), 
there was very little reason to confuse them. 

Gagnon said that revolution would give a solution 
to the two main contradictions in Quebec society — the 
national question and the economic question. Gagnon was 
part of the FLQ, He is now trying to organize a base 
for revolution, among Quebec workers. 

He was down ón the PQ and in particular its leader 
Rene Levesque who had spoken at UBC the day before. 
"Rene Levesque says we will find an arrangement where 
we will negotiate with U.S. capital," Gagnon said. 

But “one cannot be both friends of the exploiters and 
a friend of the colonized at the same time," Gagnon 
said. And that was what he thought the PQ was trying 
to do. 

They could take over the government in Quebec, But 
it would not be national liberation with American money 
still in control, Gagnon said, 

Gagnon said the parliamentary system was a fraud, 
Levesque had said all the past elections in Quebec were 
fraudulent the day before. At that time Gagnon had asked 
Levesque how the PQ winning the next election would 
change the basic fact that electoral politics were a fraud 
and took power away from the people, 

Gagnon described the PQ as a petty bourgeious.

They weren't about to put control in workers hands. 

Instead of electoral politics, Gagnon favoured revol- 
utionary struggle. “You are going toask me about Amer- 
ican marines,” he said, But the Quebec liberation move- 
ment had to be seen as one of a number of disintegrating 
forces in North American society. Others are: “Black 
people, Mexican Americans, resistance in the army 
and the revolt of American youth against the present 
system.’’ Together and after a long struggle they could 
bring about the breakdown of the system. 

Gagnon’s opponent Charron said that he was elected 
in the last provincial election from the poorest dis- 
trict in Montreal He talked about the last ten years 
in Quebec as a ‘long discovery of ourselves," “We 
are getting used to believing in’ lf," he said, 

And as they believed in themselves they wanted the 
normal control of their own affairs. In the political 
field Quebec started as a little provincial government 
ten years ago. In 1970 Quebec was half state, half col- 
ony. "The one step more is to be a state," Charron 
said. 

In the economic sphere Charron said the growth 
of co-operatives was an important step. In reply Gag- 
non said that co-ops have been around for over halfa 
century and hadn't given economic power to the people. 

There are several points of disagreement: Charron 
said that you establish political control, set up state- 
hood by having your party elected. Then you have an 
independent state which begins to deal with its own 
problems — social and otherwise. That state can nego- 
tiate with the foreign capital that controls Quebec. 

Gagnon said that you don't have independence just be- 
cause you have control of parliament. Capital still con- 
trols the country, and it is American economic control 
you have to take the power away from. 

In his speech Charron spoke about the experience of 
people coming together in Quebec, He talked about 
direct actions in the city of Montreal People who found 
themselves together and fighting City Hall and getting 
demands for parks. But then he went on to say that the 
PQ was a political party which represented this ex- 
perience. 

Later on one of the questions from the audience 
came back to this point: One person said he saw a 
contradiction between Charron's talk of this popular power 
and his stress on the use of a parliamentary structure.

“You talked about the power people feel when they 
go into the street.” The person asking the question 
said he thought that in the parliamentary system one 
person could not “directly represent tens of thousands 
of people.” The parliamentary system took the power of 
direct experience away from people, It denied the exper- 
ience of street organizing, Charron had earlier alluded 
to. 

The questioner said he didn’t think the PQ was con- 
scious of relating to other revolutionary struggles like 
Gagnon was. “You are talking polemics and don'taddress 
eis to political questions," Re negotiation with 

pital: “Oppressed people can negotiate only from 
a a on of strength," 
ended what would be the 
position of the PQifelected to other revolutionary groups, 
would they support them materially. Levesque had said the 
day before that people escaping from oppression at 
home (deserters from U.S.) could find a home in Quebec, 
but couldn’t start causing trouble. 

Charron didn’t really answer this question. Instead 
he said it was a “mixing of good readings” and too 
elaborate to handle at the time. 

More questions: 

Someone asked Gagnon what sort of society he saw 
after the revolution. Gagnon said the question was “the 
wrong way round," “The first step is to destroy the 
present system. The structures people will have when 
foreign power is out of Quebec are to be built during 
the struggle.’’ 

Charron followed saying that “listening to Gagnon” 
reminded him about Trudeau's answers when people asked 
him about the reform of the constitution: “We'll see 
later, we are in the process of reforming the consti- 
tution.” Charron said that Gagnon's answer was that they 
were in the process of revolution and that they were not 
at the step where you define the next step, 

Charron said he preferred tobe already trying to define 
society. Gagnon came back with one short question: 
“Then how is he going tonegotiate with Mr, Rockefeller,” 
And Charron said, “Precisely, I don't know.” (There 
was some laughter), “I prefer to be frank,” he con- 
tinued. 

Gagnon did say something about the kind of revolution- 
ary society that would be built. It would be socialist 
and some of its direction could be seen from the fact 
that they were already trying to get together workers 
committees to build workers power in shops and in local 
districts. Most of the questions were directed at Gag- 
non, In answer to another one he said that revolutionary 
violence would have to be used against capitalist violence, 
Economic victims were victims of violence, he said. And 
in the past capitalists have not willingly given up power 
to the people they control. 

Gagnon said that Charron seemed to have a 19th cen- 
tury view of capitalism. He thought you could choose 
companies and decide which to negotiate with, Butit wasn't 
a collection of isolated companies, instead it was a 
system Gagnon said, And you had two choices: Either 
stay in the system or engage in destroying the system. 

One person asked Charron whether they would expro- 
riate with regards to U.S. capital And what would they 
expropriate, Charron said there were precise fields 
the PQ would like to control — communications, tech- 
nology. Asked what companies, Charron said he didn't 
know specifically. To which he got another question: 
“Don’t you know the principle economic power in Que- 
bec?”

For the next couple of months the Community Edu- 
cation and Research Centre is putting on a series of 
lectures at the University of British Columbia. As the 
Education Centre (CERC) doesn't operate for the edu- 
cated elite, they are stressing the fact that anybody 
can attend these lectures, 

CERC was set up by a number of PSA professors at 
Simon Fraser University — the ones who are in dis- 
favour with the administration. There are a number of 
community groups now associated with the centre. 
Mordecai Briemberg described CERC's function as 


doing "intelligence research for the powerless.” 

Quoting someone else Briemberg, who is one of the 
main forces behind the centre, said most “people in 
university doing research in university start with palms 
up and eyes down." Palms up for money from the bus- 
iness elite. Eyes down to study how tocontrol the power- 
less, 

But at the Centre the “idea is to study the powerful, 
how they operate. And to present the information for 
the use of people without power and wealth.” At UBC 
the lecture series will “focus on the unity of the ruling 
class group. To make people aware of the necessity 
of their own unity to fight it.” 

Meetings (with one exception) are on Wednesday at 
12:30 in the ballroom of the Student Union Building. 
They are followed by smaller meetings at 7:30 p.m. 
of the same day. These smaller meetings are in the 
clubs lounge in the same building. Briemberg said he 
hoped they would deal with actions that could be taken 
on the basis of the material presented. Films and street 
theatre will be used in the presentation.

“There is a ruling class,” Briemberg said. 

They live in the same area — “mainly Shaughnessy 
and SW Marine Drive," They are ethnically similar — 
all WASPs. They belong to the same social clubs. 
And power is perpetuated within families through in- 
termarriage and inheritance. 

However, Briemberg said that the most important 
position that determined the ruling class was their pow- 
erful position in the economy. 

He had picked a seemingly irrelevant incident toillus- 
trate interconnections among the ruling class. On Aug- 
ust the 24th the funeral of Fred Boyd Brown was re- 
ported in the Vancouver Sun. Brown had held senior 
positions and directorships in 14 companies, with total 
assets of over $6 billion, 

At his funeral, a formal affair the active and hon- 
ourary pallbearers were listed as:

By tracing the connections of the pallbearers a 
CERC paper gives a sketch of a section of the ruling 
class: 

“With V.F. MeLean, Brown shared the operation of 
the largest Vancouver food-distributing chain, Kelly 
Douglas Company. Victor McLean worked his way up to 
President of this company in only ten years after 
joining the firm in 1947, It may be more than coinci- 
dental to his rapid rise to success that his mother was 
Hazel Ellen Kelly and his grandfather the founder of 
the firm. Like his late friend Fred Boyd Brown, Victor 
McLean is an Anglo-Saxon, a Protestant and a member 
of the Vancouver Club. 

“George McKeen also knows Victor McLean through 
the Vancouver Club. Relaxing from discussions of 
Grouped Income Shares Ltd., of which both are directors, 


they can reminisce about their wartime experiences as 
RCAF pilot officers. Victor McLean and McKeen are 
both in their middle forties, about the same age as Fred 
Brown's son-in-law Ronald Laird Cliff, 

“Ronald Cliff and McKeen are both Commerce grad- 
uates from the University of British Columbia. But as 
the directors of 19 companies and the chairmen and 
presidents of still more, they have little time to spend 
on their profession. 

“As for McKeen and Brown, they were most directly 
connected through Straits Towing Ltd, where McKeen 
is President and Treasurer and Brown was Chairman, 

“What of Brown and Cyrus Hale McLean, who is 
involved with telephone companies in the Dominion 
Republic and Haiti, Cyrus McLean is chairman of the 
B.C. Telephone Board and Brown was vice-chairman. 
The two also got together at meetings of the Board of

the Bank of Nova Scotia. Of course there was always 
the Vancouver Club; and for sports and business, dir- 
ectors meetings of the Vancouver Hockey Club. 

“Merchandising, transportation, communications, fi- 
nance — the friends who gathered at the funeral of 
Fred Boyd Brown are key directors of these sectors 
of the Vancouver and B.C. economy. 

“They also direct natural resource exploitation and 
the knowledge industry. John McMahon and Reginald 
Whittal are President and Chairman respectively of 
Inland Natural Gas. Leopold Lionel Garrick Bentley 
is senior Vice-President of Canadian Forest Products 
Ltd. His brother-in-law, John Gerald Prentice is the 
President. And the son of L.L.G, Bentley and the son- 
in-laws of John Prentice are directors and executives 
in the various subsidiaries of Canadian Forest Products. 
Perhaps one of them will earn the Presidency of the 
company as John Prentice did when his father died in 
1950, 


“Prentice also is President of the Canada Council. 
Here he meets James Stuart Keate, director of Pacific 
Press (Brown was chairman of the Board) and a former 
member of the Board of Governors of the University of 
British Columbia. 

“In addition to corporation, club and college there is 
charity and patronage. McKeen is Governor of the 
Sunny Hill Hospital for children, Cyrus McLean is 
on the advisory board of the National Theatre School 
of Canada. 

The paper concludes: 

“In this way a small number of MEN rule: ethni- 
cally and socially exclusive, perpetuating their power 
and wealth through children and relatives, directing the 
economy in all its critical sectors, controlling the 
media and educational institutions in order to reduce 
us to mere labour power for their enterprises and then 
to direct our discontent away from themselves, finally 
using police, courts and government — the state — 
to repress the resistance that cannot be co-opted or 
diffused, These few men are highly conscious of their 
interests and act together to increase and defend their 
power and wealth, fragmenting groups and isolating 


individuals, destroying the solidarity of working people’ 


wherever possible because this solidarity is the one 
power greater than their own.”

COMMEMORATE OPPRESSION 


"Power pervades everything,” even a simple, ap- 
parently neutral thing such as a street name reflects 
a history of oppression by the powerful. 

One presentation by CERC showed how street names 
commemorate the heroes of the powerful: 

“Think of some street names in Vancouver: Duns- 
muir, Powell, Beatty, Hamilton, Abbott. The words 
sound familiar, but that is precisely the deception. 
We have come to accept as familiar names that repre- 
sent interests that are alien and antagonistic to our own 
and that separate us from our own history. 

“For example, Dunsmuir. Robert Dunsmuir , after 
whom the street is named, was the first mining baron 
of B.C. He received a grant of coal rights to 1,000 
acres of land from a subsidiary of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company as gratitude for his loyalty — he had refused 
to go on strike with his fellow miners. When operating 
his own mines, Dunsmuir stopped food supplies, closed 
company stores, imported scabs and used government 
troops against miners rather than negotiate with them. 
“When native people in Vancouver use Powell and

Abbott as street markers they keep alive the memory 
of Dr. LW. Powell who was the first Superintendant of 
Indian Affairs in B.C. and Mr. J.B.Abbott who was 
the general superintendant of the CPR and who aided 
in the transport of government troups to suppress the 
Riel Rebellion. 

“When unemployed youth in Vancouver talk of Beatty 
Street they commemorate Mr, A.M.Beatty, a Vancouver 
real estate agent and land auctioneer. 

“η. fact many of the streets of present day Vancouver 
were first surveyed and named by the largest city land- 
owner, the CPR, In memory of Mr. L.A.Hamilton, the 
land commissioner of the CPR who did the survey and 
naming, we have Hamilton Street, 

“In our own lifetime we see how names can divert 
attention from the actual way in which property and wealth 
is accumulated and thereby turn our legitimate anger into 


submissive gratitude. The Vancouver aquarium and the 
Vancouver planetarium both have plaques dedicated to 
B.R. MacMillan, a man who is enormously wealthy be- 
cause he paid low wages to fishermen and loggers to 
risk their lives for products that he could sell at high 
profits. 

“His partner, Mr. Bloedel, who also destroys the for- 
ests of B.C. for his own profit, wants us and our children 
to remember -him as the man who built the elaborate 
hothouse to preserve and grow tropical trees and plants 
on top of Queen Elizabeth Park, 

“Dunsmuir, Hamilton, Beatty, MacMillan, Bloedel— 
these are members of the ruling class and their names 
perpetuate the history of that class. But there are no 
streets or buildings in memory of Arthur Evans who 
organized and led unemployed workers in Vancouver and 
the relief camps of B,C. during the depression. 

“There are no streets or buildings in memory of Albert 
Goodwin, an organizer of mine, millandsmelter workers 
who was shot in the back and murdered by police, an 
act that provoked the first general strike in Canada, 

There is no Gutteridge street for Helena Gutteridge, | 
a suffragette and organizer of BC working women. 
Evans, Goodwin, Gutteridge — these are members of 
the working class and their names perpetuate the his- 
tory of that class. 

“Yesterday and today the power to own is the power to!

The power to rename is part of the fundamental 
struggle for liberation, the struggle of people everywhere

Still on the other side of the counter, she walks into 
an adjoining room, a room only partly visible through 
the open door, Sufficient anyway to see her reach under 
a shelf and then return with a stapled shut brown paper 
bag stamped on the front with the crest of the UBC 
Bookstore, Perfect cover, The book inside is invisible, 
but you can feel the weight, Ask to open the parcel just. 
to glance at the contents and the request will be firmly 
denied, “You can see the book only after you've paid 
the cashier $3.25.” 

Another knowing glance from the cashier in exchange 
for the agreed amount of money, At the store exit the 
book, at last, is your. 

The above is an entirely factual account of trying to 
buy the publication FINANCIAL STATEMENTS, FB- 
CAL YEAR APRIL 1, 1969 TO MARCH 31, 1970 at the 
UBC Bookstore. According to the Public Bodies Finan- 
cial Information Act, Chapter 51, Statutes of British 
Columbia, 1961, all B,C, universities are required to make 
public a statement of their finances, Reason, Truth and 
Knowledge — yes. But even at the university, 'all 
within reason”, 

Boards, adminstrators and faculty must guard against 
the truths of their own political economy becoming too 
widely known and understood. It might upset the very 
foundations of their power. Privilege, fear and hence 
respression.

But untortunately The Manhunt is characterized by an 
emotional urgency beyond this simple desire for return 
commitment, It is compounded by the very reality that 
produced the male inability to love. Ina male-run society 
that defines women as an inferior and parasitical class, 
a woman who does not achieve male approval in some 
form is doomed. To legitimate her existence, an individual 
must be MORE than woman; she must continually search 
for an out from her inferior class definition. But men 
are the only ones in a position to bestow on her this 
state of grace, (Thus the peculiar situation that women 
never object to the insulting of women as a class, AS 
LONG AS they individually are excepted. The worst 
insult for a woman is that she is “just like a woman,” 
i.e., no better; the highest compliment that she has 
the brains, talent, dignity, or strength of a man. In 
fact, like every other oppressed person, she herself 
participates in the insulting of other women, hoping 
thereby to make it obvious that SHE is above their 
behavior. Thus women are set against each other 
(“divide and conquer"), the “other woman” believing 
that the wife is a “bitch”? who “doesn't understand 
him," and the wife believing that the other woman is 
an “opportunist” who is “taking advantage" of him — 
while the culprit himself sneaks away free.) But be- 
cause the woman is rarely allowed to realize herself 
through activity in the larger (male) society — and 
when she is, she is seldom granted the recognition she 
deserves — it becomes easier to try for the recog- 
nition of one man than of many. And in fact this isex- 
actly the choice most women make, Thus once more 
the phenomenon of love, good in itself, is distorted by 
a given politica! situation: women need love not only 
lor healthy reasons but actually to validate their exis- 
tence. 

In addition, the continued economic dependence of 
women makes a situation of healthy love between equals 
impossible. Women today still live under a system of 
patronage. With few exceptions, they have the choice, 
not οἱ either freedom marr but of being either. 


Men are right when they complain that women lack dis- 
crimination, that they seldom love a man for his indi- 
vidual wants but rather for what he has to offer (his 
class) that they are calculating, that they use sex to 
gain other ends, etc. For in fact women are in no posi- 
tion to love freely. If a woman is lucky enough to find 
“a decent guy” to love her and support her, she is doing 
well — and usuaily will be grateful enough to return 
his love, About the only discrimination women ARE 
able to exercise is the choice between the men who have 
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chosen them, or a playing off of one male, one power, 
against the other. But PROVOKING a man's interest, 
and SNARING his commitment once he has expressed 
that interest, is not free choice. 


E IS | love with 

She has a new set of problems. Now she can release the 
vise, open her net, and examine what she has caught. 
Usually she is disappointed, It is nothing she would have 
bothered with were SHE a man, It is usually way below 
her level. (Check this out sometime: Talk to a few of 
those mousy wives.) “He may be a poor thing, but at 
least I've got a man of my own” is usually more the way 
she feels. But at least now she can drop her act. For 
the first time itis safe to love — now she must try like 
hell to catch up to him emotionally, to really mean what 
she has pretended all along. Often she is troubled by 
worries that he will find her out; she feels like an 
impostor; she is haunted by fears that he doesn't love 
the “real” her — and usually she is right. ("She 
wanted to marry a man with whom she could be as bitchy 
as she really is.") 


This is just about when she discovers that love and 
marriage mean a different thing for a male than they do 
for her. Though men in general believe women in general 
to be inferior, every man has reserved a special place 
in his mind for the one woman he will elevate above the 
rest by virtue of association with himself, Until now 
the woman, out in the cold, begged for his approval, 
dying to clamber onto this clean well-lighted place. 
But once there, she realizes that she was elevated above 
other women not in recognition of her real value but 
only because she matched nicely his store-bought ped- 
estal. Probably he doesn't even know who she is (if 
indeed by this time she herself knows). He has let her 
in not because he genuinely loved her, but only because 
she played so well intohisareconceived fantasies. Though 


member of the ruling class can at least hope that some 
of his privilege will, so to speak, rub off. But women 
without men are in the same situation as orphans: 
they are a helpless sub-class lacking the protection 
of the powerful. This is the antithesis of freedom 
when they are still unfavorably defined by a class 
situation: for now they are in a situation of MAG- 
NIFIED vulnerability, To participate in one’s subjection 
by choosing one's master often gives the illusion of 
free choice; butin reality a woman is never free to choose 
love without external motivations, For her at thepresent 
time, the two things, love and status, must remain in- 
extricably intertwined. 

Now assuming that a woman does not lose sight of 
these fundamental factors of her condition when she 
loves, she will never be able to love gratuitously, but 
only in exchange for security: 

1) the emotional security which, we have seen, she is 
justified in demanding. 

2) the emotional identity which she should be able to 
find through work and recognition, but which she is 
denied — thus forcing her to seek her definition vi- 
cariously through a man. 

3) the economic class security that, in this society, 
is attached to her ability to ‘‘hook” a man. 

Two of these three demands are invalid in terms of 
love itself, but are imposed on it, weighing it down. 

Thus in their precarious (political) situation, women 
can’t afford the luxury of spontaneous love. It is much 
too dangerous. The love and approval of men is all-im- 
portant, To love thoughtlessly before one has ensured 
return commitment would endanger that approval. Here 
is Reik: 


It finally became clear during psychoanalysis that 
the patient was afraid that if she should showa 
man she loved him, he would consider her inferior 
and leave her. 


For once she plunges in emotionally, she willbe helpless 
to play the necessary games: her love would come first, 
demanding expression. To pretend a coolness she does 
not feel, then, would be too painful, and further, it would 
be pointless: she would be cutting off her nose to spite 
her face, for freedom to love is whatshe was aiming for. 
But in order to guarantee such a commitment, she 
MUST restrain her emotions, she must play games. For, 
as we have see, men do not commit themselves tg 


to. 


How does she then go about forcing this com 


teasing it, by giving and taking bac! 
etc, A woman under analysis wonde: 


LOVES 
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she knew his love to be false, since she herself engin- 
eered it, she can’t help feeling contempt for him. But 
she is afraid, at first, to reveal her true self, for then 
perhaps even that false love would go. And finally she 
understands that for him, too, marriage had all kinds 
of motivations that had nothing to do with love. She was 
merely the one closest to his fantasy image; she has 
been named most versatile actress for the multi-role 
of Alter Ego, Mother of My Children, Housekeeper, 
Cook, Companion, in HIS play. She has been bought to 
fill an empty space in his life; but her life is nothing. 

So that she has not saved herself from being like 
other women. She is lifted out of that class only because 
she now is an appendage of a member of the master 
class; and he cannot associate with her unless he raises 
her status, But she has not been freed, she has been 
promoted to “house nigger,"she has been elevated only 
to be used in a different way. She feels cheated. She 
has gotten not love and recognition, but possessorship 
and control This is when she is transformed from 
Blushing Bride to Bitch, a change that no matter how 
universal and predictable, still leaves the individual hus- 
band perplexed. (‘‘You’re not the girl I married,") 


3. The situation of women has not changed significantly 
from what it ever was. For the past fifty years women 
have been in a double bind about love: under the guise 
of a “‘sexual revolution,” presumed to have occurred 
(Oh, c'mon Baby, where have you BEEN? Haven't 
you heard of the sexual revolution?’’), women have been 
persuaded to shed their armor. The modern woman is 
in horror of being thought a bitch, where her grand- 
mother expected that to happen as the natural course of 
things. Men, too, in her grandmother’s time, expected 
that any self-respecting woman would keep THEM 
waiting, would play all the right games without shame: 
a woman who did not guard her own interests in this way 
was not respected, It was out in the open, 

But the rhetoric of the sexual revolution, if it brought 


old-fashioned, puritanical, and self-destructive, a new 
reservoir of available females was created to expand 
the tight supply of sexual goods available for traditional 
exploitation, disarming women of even the little pro- 
tection they had so painfully acquired, Women today 
dare not make the old demands for fear of having a whole 
new vocabulary, designed just for this purpose, hurled 
at them: “fucked up," ‘“ballbreaker,” “cockteaser,” 
“a real drag," “a bad trip," etc. — to be a “groovy 
chick" is the ideal. Even now many women know what's 
up andavoid the trap, preferring tobe called names rather 
than be cheated of the little they can hope for from men 
(for it is still true that even the hippest males want 
an “old lady’? who is relatively unused) But more and 
more women are sucked into the trap, only to find 
out too late, and bitterly, that the traditional female 
games had a point; they are shocked to catch themselves 
at thirty complaining in a vocabulary dangerously close 
to the old I’ve-been-used-men-are-wolves-they’re-all 
bastards variety, Eventually they are forced to swallow 
the old-wives’ truth: a fair and generous woman is (at 
best) respected, but seldom loved, Here is a descrip- 
tion, still valid today, of the “emancipated” woman — 
in this case a Greenwich Village artist of the thirties 
— from Mosquitoes, an early Faulkner novel: 


She had always had trouble with her men. . „Sooner 
or later they always ran out on her. . .Men she re- 
cognized as having potentialities all passed through 
a violent but temporary period of interest which ceased 
as abruptly as it began, without leaving even the 
lingering threads of mutually remembered incidence, 
like those brief thunderstorms of August that threaten 
and dissolve for no apparent reason withoutproducing 
any rain. 

At times she speculated with almost masculine 
detachment on the reason for this. She always tried 


to keep their relationships on the plane which the 
men themselves seemed to prefer — certainly no 
woman would, and few women could, demand less of 
their men than she did. She never made arbitrary 
demands on their time, never caused them to wait 
for her nor to see her home at inconvenient hours, 
never made them fetch and carry for her; she fed 
them and flattered herself that she was a good 
listener, And yet — She thought of the women she 
knew; how all of them had at least one obviously 
entranced male; she thought of the women she had 
observed; how they seemed to acquire a man at 
will, and if he failed to stay acquired, how readily 
they replaced him. 


Women of high ideals who believed emancipation 
possible, women who tried desperately to rid themselves 
of feminine “‘hangups,” to cultivate what they believed

to be the greater directness, honesty, and generosity of 
men, were badly fooled, They found that no one appreci- 
ated their intelligent conversation, their high aspirations, 
their great sacrifices to avoid developing the person- 
alities of their mothers. For much as men were glad to 
enjoy their wit, their style, their sex, and their candle- 
light suppers, they always ended up marrying The Bitch, 
and then, to top it a1l off, came back to complain of what 


a horror she was. 'Emancipated" women found out that 


the honesty, generosity, and camaraderie of men was a 
lie: men were all too glad to use them and then sell 
them out, in the name of TRUE friendship. (“I respect 
and like you a great deal, but let's be reasonable. . .'*; 
and then there are the men who take her out to discuss 
Simone de Beauvoir, leaving their wives at home with 
the diapers.) *Emancipated" women found out that men 
were far from “good guys’’ to be emulated; they found 
out that by imitating male sexual patterns (the roving 
eye, the search for the ideal, the emphasis on physical 
attraction, etc.), they were not only not achieving 
liberation, they were falling into something much worse 
than what they had given up. They were IMITATING, 
And they,had innoculated themselves with a sickness 
that had not even sprung from their own psyches. They 
found that their new “cool” was shallow and meaningless, 
that their emotions were drying up behind it, that they 
were aging and becoming decadent: they feared they were 
losing their ability to love. They had gained nothing 
by imitating men: shallowness and callowness, and they 
were not so good at it either, because somewhere inside 
it still went against the grain. 

Thus women who had decided not to marry because 
they were wise enough to look around and see where it 
led found that it was marry or nothing; men gave their 
commitment only for a price: share (shoulder) his lie, 
stand on his pedestal, become his appendage, or else, 
Or else — be consigned forever to that limbo of “chicks” 
who mean nothing or at least not what mother meant. 
Be the “other woman” for the rest of one’s life, used 
to provoke his wife, prove his virility and/or indepen- 
dence, discussed by his friendsas his latest “interesting” 
conquest. (For even if she had given up those terms and 
what they stood for, no one else had.) Yes, love means 
an entirely different thing to men than towomen: it means 
ownershp and control: it means jealousy, where he 
never exhibited it before — when she might have wanted 
him to (who cares if she is broke or raped until she 
officially belongs to him; then he is a raging dynamo, 
a veritable*cyclone, because his property, his ego exi- 
tension, have been threatened); it means a growing 
ih of interest, coupled with a roving eye, Who needs 
it? 


Sadly, women do, Here are Reik's patients once more: 
pancis 


She sometimes has delusions of not being perse- 
cuted by men anymore, At those times of her non- 


_ "Persecution mania she is very 
and: 


All men are selfish, brutal and inconsiderate, and 
1 wish 1 could find one. 


We have seen how a woman needs love, first, for its 
natural enriching function, and second, for social and eco- 
nomic reasons which have nothing to do with love. To 
deny her need is to put herself in an extra-vulnerable 
spot socially and economically, as well as to destroy 
her emotional equilibrium, which, unlike most men’s, 
is basically healthy. Are men worth that? Decidedly 
no, Most women feel that to do such tailspins for a man 
would be to add insult to injury, They go on as before, 
making the best of a bad situation. If it gets TOO bad, 
they head for a (male) shrink: 


A young woman patient was once asked during a 
psychoanalytic consultation whether she preferred 
to see a man or woman psychoanalyst, Without the 
slightest hesitation she said, “A woman psychoanalyst 
because I am too eager for the approval of a man.” 


* * * 


And yet it is 1970, and some of us are determined to 
put an end to this. Our healthiest instincts lead into a 
blind alley: the choice between self-destruction or self- 
destruction. We ask only to be allowed to love freely. 
But our love is turned against us, is used as a weapon 
to keep us down and in our “place,” isolating us from 
each other to keep us from gaining political strength: be- 
cause we have truly loved our oppressor, we have come 
to participate gladly in our oppression, to beg for more. 
We have forgiven the grossest damage to ourselves, 
_all in the name of LOVE, But that love itself is poisoned 
love. It has been determined by the male sickness: the 
natural animal need for affectionate physical contact has 
been channeled into a (boring) sexual gymnastics — a 
phony passion its only outlet. We have had enough. 

And yet we are in a dilemma: none of the several 
choices open to us is without penalty. (Note that the price 
of freedom is still on the heads of the oppressed rather 
than the oppressor.) 

1) we can emulate men in cutting off our emotions, 
an awful way to live; 

2) we can return to the traditional female games, 
playing them with a yet unequalled vengeance to com- 
pensate for this latest male trick — the “sexual revol- ΄ 
ution" — but then we will be back where we started, 
damaging ourselves to avoid a worse damage by our en- 
emies, using the negative strengths of the oppressed 
rather than taking the law into our own hands; 

3) we can join the Search For the Mirage — the man 
willing to give up his male privilege (no “being a man” 


in our society has its own price)— expecting a big run 
of competition should we ever find him; 

4) we can attempt to form total relationships with 
women; but this solution presents a whole new set of 
problems, for we would have to undo the fundamental 
organization of our personalities. Also, as we haveseen, 
lesbianism at the present time must be an aberration 
of heterosexuality, one with its own dynamic of domin- 
ance/submission. Male/ female patterns would be re- 
created in our ranks, thus seriously weakening our move- 
ment; 

5) we could learn to masturbate without guilt— tem- 
porarily sacrificing a SOCIAL physical lovealtogether— 
but this is a price few of us are willing to pay. 

None of these are solutions, For at leastseveral more 
years, until we have a movement strong enough to force 
change (when he goes to that “other woman," she will 
be with us), we will have to accommodate ourselves 
as best we can to whichever of these (inadequate) ad- 
justments each of us can best live with — putting our 
energy into raising consciousness about the issues, 
destruction of the institutions which have created the 
problem, and, finally, the revolutionary reconstruction of 
Society in a way that will allow love to function naturally 
(joyfully) as an exchange of emotional riches between 
equals, rather than in its present perversion: agent of 
destruction.

Pm living out in the country right now and Pm really 
getting behind cooking on a wood stove, Unfortunately 
I don’t have an oven so I can’t do any baking. I’ve found 
a lot of good recipes though, for topof the stove cooking. 

The first recipe is for twodifferentkinds of hoe cakes. 
They're really a cinch to make. The only thing is that 
you gotta’ eat them piping hot “cause they taste like shit 
when they're cold, 


2 cups flour 2 tsp. lard 
1 1/2 tsp. baking 2 cups boiling water 
powder 1 tsp. salt 


DIRECTIONS: 

Mix the flour, baking powder, salt and lard in a bowl. 
Add enough of the boiling water to make a batter stifí 
enough to hold a shape. Heat some shortening in a fry- 
ing pan until it is sizzling hot. The fat Should be at 
least 1/8 inch deep. Shape the dough into flat cakes, 
and fry on each side until they are a rich golden brown. 
Do not turn the cakes until they are the right color. 
Serve with jelly or butter. 


HOE CAKES — Corn Meal methd 
2 cups yellow cornmeal 
1 tsp. salt 
boiling water — about 2 cups 

Mix cornmeal and salt, Pour in enough boiling water 
to make a stiff dough. Cook the same as for flour 
method. 


The next recipe is for squash cakes. They're really 
super good. 


SQUASH CAKES 
6 medium yellow squash 4 bsp. flour 


legg 1/2 tsp. salt 
1/4 cup milk fat for frying 
DIRECTIONS: 


Wash squash and cut off stems. Remove the skin. 
Cut into slices. Cook in a small amount of boiling 
water until tender — 15-20 minutes, Drain. Make a 
batter of the egg, milk, flour, salt and sugar, Mash the 
squash and put it into the batter. Mix thoroughly. Have 
frying pan ready with heated fat. Drop by tablespoon 
into fat over medium heat. Brown on both sides.

Few humans, though, 
would choose to eat an all-yogurt diet and no case of 
cataracts in humans has ever been traced to excessive 
yogurt consumption. 

The yogurt study was discussed only to emphasize 
that too much of anything may be harmful (almost 
anything, anyway), Immediately after writing thatcolumn 
I ate and thoroughly enjoyed a generous serving of 
commercially prepared yogurt.

discover its purpose and function. Inside Imeta member

Be- 
cause of Canada's *branch-plant"' economy and its rel- 
patiye lack of previous historical involvement in Latin 
American aftüips the U.S; 18 increasingly using ee 
panies based in Canada, but controlled by U.S. capital, 
to rob and loot the people of Latin America. A remark- 
able example are the present activities of the Inter- 
national Nickel Co. of Canada (INCO) in Guatemala, 
| Guatemala, because, it has the largest population and 
the richest resources in Central America and, because 
‘of its strategic location, is the key to continued U.S. 
control pf the Carribean and the entire Latin American 
| continent The country has traditionally been exploited 
| as a cheap souree of raw materials for Americans and 
| thus shows 3! the classic characteristics of an under- 
developed society. Briefly, here are some revealing stat- 
istics: The illiteracy rate, 63.3%, is the highest in 
į Central America and third only to Haiti and Bolivia in 
all Latin America. The daily average per capita caloric 
intake is 2040 calories, again, one of the lowest in 
Latin America. (This is in a country which possesses 
one of the most fertile food areas in the world; un- 
fortunately, the land, 80% of which is owned by 2% of 
the population, is not used for food-production but rather 
for the production of two basic NON-FOOD crops grown 
for export to the U.S, and Canada: coffee and cotton, 
| together accounting for 68% of total exports.) The infant 


mortality rate is almost 1075 — 91.9 per 1000 live births 
and, according to the World Health Organization, 73.4% 
E Children under 5 suffer from malnutrition. Approxi- 
mately 950 physicians out of the 1100 in Guatemala live 
land work in Guatemala City; of the 90 qualified agri- 
culturai technicians, 89 are in Guatemala City and the 
other one is working out of the country! The economy 
| of Guatemala is so thoroughly controlled by the U.S, that

A CASE STUDY IN "CANADIAN" IMPERIALISM 


by 1968 the interest payments alone owed by the Gua- 
temalan Government on U.S. foreign loans amounted to 
51% of the total value of Guatemalan export earnings. 
In sum, these figures reveal a society which is poverty- 
stricken, underdeveloped and compietely dependent upon 
the overwhelming domination of a single foreign power: 
the U.S. 

Ever since 1954 when the C.LA. staged a coup- 
d'etat and overthrew Guatemaia’s last democratically- 
elected President (Dr. Arbenz), the people of Guate- 
maia have been engaged in an armed liberation struggle 
against this foreign domination. The cost has been 
heavy: between the years 1966 and 1968 over 6,000 
peasants were murdered with U.S. napalm in a single 
Department, Zacapa. But the revolution continues un- 
abated. 

Onto this stage steps the International Nickel Com- 
pany of Canada. The search for nickel has been tre- 
mendously intensified in the modern industrial world 
because of its multiple new applications in space pro- 
jects, engines, and nuclear reactors, This “nickel 
fever” has attracted the most powerful nickel-min- 
ing companies to Guatemala, whieh boasts one of the 
richest nickel deposits in the world. 

In 1956 the Hanna Mining Corporation, an industrial 
complex infamous for its heavy involvement in U.S. 
military and cold war production, and INCO, whose 
headquarters are in Sudbury, Ontario, obtained through 
various concessions tion rights over more than 
60,000 hectares of Guatemalan territory. In July 1960, 
once the wealth of the exploration area had been deter- 
mined, INCO and Hanna combined to form “Explora- 
cions y Explotaciones Mineras de Izabal, S.A.", known 
as “EXMIBAL”. On that same date Exmibal began 
negotiations with the Guatemalan government to exploit 
the nickel resources. 

At that time Guatemala had legislation regarding the 
field of mining and income tax and had established an 
exchange control system. These laws, however, did not 
satisfy powerful Exmibal which immediately began man- 
ipulations designed to do away with them and substi- 
tute legislation more in accordance with its own for- 
eign corporate interests. Exmibal contracted the ser- 
vices of a Peruvian mining technician, Emilio Godoy, 
who wrote up a new Mining Code described as being 
“new mining legislation in order to attract foreign 
corporate investment.” The new Mining Code by Ex- 
mibal was endorsed by the rubber-stamp National Con- 
gress of Guatemala and became law in June 1965. In 
essence, it allows Exmibal to extract nickel which, in 
the first ten years alone, is conservatively estimated 
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to be worth at least $1,000,000,000 (U.S.), in exchange 
for which Guatemala would receive the paltry annual 
average sum of $22,920 (U.S.): In addition, in June 
1968, the. Guatemalan Secretary of Finance granted 
Exmibal a complete exemption from paying income 
tax, including stockholders dividends, for a period 
of ten years. This income tax exemption was justi- 
fied on the grounds that the industrial activities of 
Exmibal involved “a process of transformation of raw 
materials"! Finally, the exchange control regulations 
which attempt to keep some foreign exchange within 
the country were completely evaded when Exmibal 
pressured the Guatemalan Monetary Board to pass 
Regulation No. 5797 on March 22, 1968 for the pur- 
poses of “promoting investments with foreign cap- 
itali” This regulation resulted in an “Exchange Ag- 
reement" that allows Exmibal to take out of Guate- 
mala, WITHOUT ANY CONTROL, any amount of for- 
eign exchange, interests, amortizations, and other cap- 
ita transactions. " 

As if all this is mot enough, the contracts between 
Exmibal and Guatemala stipulate that Guatemala must 
contribute financially to its own plundering by otfer- 
ing dock services in its port of Santo Tomas at half 
the regular fees and by absorbing the entire cost of 
Toad maintenance, security services and other sim- 
ilar expenditures. The financial burdempof these ex- 
penses represent severa) tens of thousands of dollars 
eacn year and the annual.sum of $22,920 which Gua- 
temala receives from Exmibal barely covers even a 
‘small part of the bill it must meet. 

Such is the gory tale of a Canadian-based company’s 
activities in one part of the American Empire, In 
Guatemala INCO is presented as a Canadian company 
even though it is financially controlled by American 
capital, Thus, Canada is used as an intermediary to 
deflect and confuse the legitimate aspirations of Gua- 
temalans seeking to end the bleeding of their land and 
people, Canada will be used by American Imperialism 
in this way as long as we allow our own country to be 
a mere appendage and branch-plant of the U.S, The 
American plunder of Guatemala and of all of Latin 
America is part and parcel of the U,S.'s plunder of 
Canada, As Canadians we can end the violence and 
bloodshed in Guatemala only by adopting a truly in- 
ternationalist perspective and by struggling against 
one of the most eager supporters of the American 
Empire; Canadian capitalism.

Αἱ present I am weighing in my mind two possible = 
approaches: first, a relatively informal agreement on 
the part of a number of like-minded people to settle Ci 
in a particular locality (which I am tentatively calling 
the Township of Hope), gradually attracting others who 
share the same ideals, trusting that specific institutions 
will come into being as needed; and second, the building 
of a more formal association which will concern itself 
with furthering the cornmon ideals and for that purpose 
acquire property, engage in economic ventures, per- 
haps sponsor schools, etc. It may be that both of these 
approaches can be tried more or less concurrently, 
different people emphasizing one or the other or both. 

Although the first approach is informal, the writing 
and endorsement of at least one formal statement of 
ideals and goals may well be undertaken. Such a state- 
ment may help clarify the intent of those involved and 
serve as a basis for attracting newcomers, 

The emphasis on informality need NOT, as far as I 
am concerned, preclude the holding of many conferences; 
and I have already indicated that it need not stop work 
on a more formal level. The informal step will be to 
start inviting people to move to the area based on 
adherence to common ideals without advance commit- 
ment to specific institutions. By the way, the call may 
go to groups as well as to individuals, Perhaps some 
groups will be inspired to move in in their entirety, 
while others will set up branches in the Township. 


* * * 


Now let me share some thoughts on a more formal 
association which may interpenetrate with the Town- 
ship, but need not necessarily be confined to it (the 
possibility of eventually having branches in a number 
of locations can be kept in mind). As I have indicated, 
the association will concern itself with economics 
(including agriculture), and with schools, housing, re- 
creation facilities, etc. But its purpose, as I see it, 
will be not only to provide jobs and facilities, but also 
to UPLIFT HUMAN CHARACTER, 

I think we have to face the fact that many people 
will agree verbally with the highest ideals, yet in 
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believe I have made a little progress in combining the 
practice of meditation with child care, a way which 
Seems to be of benefit to both the children and their 
caretakers, fending to a less harassed, calmer condi- 


! tion than usual in life with children these days. One 


of my dreams is to be able to develop this practice fur- 
ther and.share it with others within a well-conceived 
‘idealistic: setting. We may hope that in like manner 
Suena setting will draw out many hidden talents from 
many persons, thus swinging the balance from a pro- 
liferation of apparently hopeless human problems to a 
proliferation of constructive endeavors. 

‘It must be obvious by now that our association will not 
be for those who seek material luxury. Perhaps a 
MAXIMUM standard of living (or an equal one) can 


be decided upon. Perhaps also there can be an arrange- 


ment whereby membership will be open to those with 
outside jobs, provided that earnings above the maximum 
are donated to the association or to an approved cause. 
Indeed, it may well be that at the initial stages every- 
‘one will have to have an outside job.

In the past few years I have had at 
least some degree of luck in convening a number of 
groups concerned with the idea of community. One such

In addition, I plan to work to- 
ward 4 dedicated group in or near Berkeley, where I 
presently reside, And anyone who wishes to share my 
Particular. interests in meditation and working with 
children should let me know. Also let me know if you 
‘wish to convene a group based on an interest of your 


"own, or to inform others of an existing group, or if you 
wish simply to be on the mailing list, Hopefully, local 


efforts such as these will contribute to the larger under- 


king. 

Let me emphasize that I am not at this time offering 
an exact blueprint for a “crash program", but rather 
wish to exchange thoughts with others who are searching 
for 3 significant way of responding to the crises of our 
age, along lines that are comparable, if not identical, 
to the onés suggested here. I wish to join with others 
in an attempt to piece together some of the ingredients 
of a spiritual chain reaction, which must overtake the 
impending devastation of the nuclear one; in our case, 
the more proliferation, the better.

out of the immediate Middle East, it'll probably be 
curtains for everyone anyway.

Complex. The arms that Amerika is shipping to Greece} 
are the surpius kind, which would only be of use in

"[militarists, Russia and the US. No doubt this equip- 
ment has been sitting around in com 
the States waiting either for junking or 
by some underdeveloped nation with territorial ambitions, 
It is quite easy to see how weapons manufacturers 
coud lean upon the paranoid Nixon administration to 
líft the arms embargo so they would be abie to peddle 
their goods to Greece quite independent of principles 
or human morality. 

And a second motive in the raising of the embargo. 
is that the American presence in the Eastern Medi- 
terranean is somewhat shaky and they need to solidify 
their alliances in that area — the Balance of Power 
Game again.

and the endangering effect it has upon the autonomy of 
Cuba.

to Mr. Bunting! Death to Mr. Bunting!’ 

‘I was curious, of course, and after a while I μη 
across the plaza and joined in the shouting.

I engaged a few of the mob in a conversation. It all 
finished up very peaceably.”

This week it's going to bea shortcolumn, just a couple 
ot things to rap about First of all, some quotes and 
opinions about rock in particular and music in general, 
then a short wrap-up of the better-than-expected Mayall 
concert. 

I don't know what your feelings are about rock, but 
there's been a lot of discussion down here at the office 
lately about the value of rock (from a radical viewpoint) 
and more explicitly, about the value of review pages in 
this paper, I'll be the first to admit that what happens on 
these review pages does not approach the creative ex- 
citement of making music, but I will stand by my beliefs 
and state that I think intelligent criticism, from either 
an aesthetic or political stance, is an interesting and 
informative mirror of the rock culture. And nobody 
can convince me we are not part of a rock culture, 

Take as a basis that nothing in our super-type soc- 
iety sells like freedom, Add to that the fact that rev- 
olution is a highly marketable commodity. One can learn 
much about any culture from its predominant music; 
and since Pop music is mercurially sensitive to the pre- 
dominant social trends it is only logical to expect to 
expect real revolution from the rock revolution, Plato 
made almost the same conclusion centuries ago: “Forms 
and rhythms in music are never changed without pro- 
ducing changes in the most important political forms and 
ways. The new style quietly insinuates itselfinto manners 
and customs and from there itassumesa greater force. . . 
goes on to attack laws and constitutions, displaying the 
utmost impudence until it ends by overthrowing every- 
thing, both in public and in private,” 

There has been a lot of talk, both pretentious and 
knowing, about “Rock as Art", a term which, and I'm 
sure Barry Cramer would agree, is almost as banal 
as the term “Film as Art”. The differentiation is ab- 
surd., The simple truth of the matter is that all true 
Art is revolutionary. That is to say that Artis not 
fufilling its function in life until it is revolutionary in 
some way. The emphasis is “in some way". Jean- 
Jaques Lebel wrote “Avant-garde art liberates latent 
myths; it transfigures and changes our conception of 
life. At it’s highest point of tension, is not artistic acti- 
vity the creation of a new world, never seen before, im- 
perceptibly gaining on reality?” Rock music, pop culture, 
our culture, . .they’re the liberators of latent myths 
which are imperceptibly gaining on reality. 

Quite obviously gaining on reality today is the fact 
that social revolution will radicalize pop music econo-

mically and spiritually. Because Pop music must reflect 
the collective sentiment, and because it is a business, 
revolution is one of the most influential forces since the 
Beatles were on Ed Sullivan. 

Any lack of excitement in the music being produced 
(not by the big business types, but by musicians) is 
also an indication of the predominant trends in soc- 
iety. As rock critics we are also critics of the major 
trends of society. If the music becomes rigid, pre- 
dictable, trendish, and without any kind of revolutionary 
innovations then it is merely reflecting the paranoid, 
rigid, trendish society we live in. As in politics, the 
musiciand notion of free alternatives has given way to 
the necessity of commitment. 

Times are changing, though, and that is part of the 
function of time. The blues revival is an important re- 
searching of the past, and its emphasis upon roots and 
simplicity has spawned whole new legions of musicians 
well versed in the basics and able to rely now on their 
emaginations. Rock is the password to Pop and Pop 
is everything that is now and important, be it crass, 
beautiful, vulgar, showy, sentimental, lyrical, whatever. 
Frank Zappa once said: “If you want to come up with a 
singular, most important trend in this new music, I 
think it has to be something like: it is original, com- 
posed by people who perform it, created by them — even 
if they have to fight the record companies to do it— 
so that it is really a creative action and not a commer- 
cial pile of shit thrown together by business people who 
think they know what John Doe and Mr. Jones really 
want, I think that as far as music in America today 
is concerned, rock is probably the most, vital, most 

live sort. Gradually rock has made everything possi- 
ble because it is capable of and willing to assimilate 
everything, because a fantastic number of kids are 
willing to listen.” 

Second part, John Mayall, I reviewed his last con- 
cert in this paper and I panned the shit out of it, I still 
don’t think it was much but I’m willing to change my 
mind about Mayall after this last one. I don’t know if it 
was the new musicians — Larry Taylor on super bass 
and Harvey Mandel on wailin’ guitar — or the new 
songs — trash like “The Laws Must Change” now 
replaced with the more radical and realistic “Nature” 
— but he's come up with a great sound and great band, 
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I don’t know what's happened to Otto Preminger — 
his earlier movies: Laura, The Moon Is Blue, The 
Man With The Golden Arm were minor Hollywood 
classics; his later films: Exodus and Bunny Lake 
Is Missing, for example, were pretentious bores, To 
his latest movie, TELL ME YOU LOVE ME, JUNIE 
MOON, I can only respond with the reply: NO, How- 
ever, the graphic art of the credit titles to his movies 
has always been exceptional, so perhaps in the future 
we can look forward to a festival of Preminger movie 
titles... 

It SOMETHING FOR EVERYONE — which had nothing 
ior me — is supposed to be a "black comedy” then 
I must again give a piece of my meandering heart to 
good old Hollywhite, whose most mediocre efforts 
are more superior to this trite, tiresome European- 
located trash. 

FUTZ is fantastic — a deleyetful non -movie, creat- 
ively choreographed by Tom O'Horgan, who staged the 
original off-Broadway production, and exuberantly acted 
by the original non-Hollywood cast. I thoroughly re- 
commend it to all actors, actresses, dancers and every- 
one else interested in thought-provoking treat instead 
of the usual spoon-fed Hollygood treatment, 

I saw a special preview of FIVE EASY PIECES, 
starring Jack Nicholson, who achieved “instant star- 
dom” as the lawyer in the Fonda-Hopper movie, Easy 
Rider. It is one of the movies Hollymade partly in B,C, 
and will open to you general public paying entertain- 
ment gluttons on Oct. 5th. There is no doubt in my mind 
that Nicholson, once he shakes off the ghosts of Brando 
and Newman, will become a super-star in his own write, 
but FIVE EASY PIECES is just too superficially slick 
and too obviously tailored for you restless young gen- 
eration of moviemaniacs to have any real lasting effect, 
Still, it is a pleasure to see Nicholson working his way 
“up” to Donald Sutherland and Elliott Gould and if you 
can endure yet another attempt to exploit man's alien- 
ation from his family, lovers and society, you can at 
least smugly say, “I knew him when, . .” 
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Hendrix never became completely involved in the 
revolution as it pertains to society. He probably never 
gave a damn aboutit. What did seem to bother him, though, 
was the individual. As much an individualist off 
as on, he once noted: “You can't mess with peop 
heads, that Then, caught in a person 
par Xx he" ts what n 
about, m.

I have to credit former editor of this newspaper, Dan 
McLeod, with first drawing my attention to the exist- 
ence, as well as the prospect, of Jimi Hendrix. It was 
late one evening during the waning weeks of the summer 
of 1967 as he, my wife and I sat in his car outside our 
apartment house talking about this paper — which, at 
that time, was some five months old — with car radio 
turned down low. Somewhere, in the drift of the con- 
versation, Dan made a quick motion — a surprising 
quickness, rarely to be noticed in his usually reluctant 
and reticent manner — and turned up the volume of the 
radio saying: “Listen to this." 

It was ‘Foxey Lady’, My wife liked it. I did not. And 
when it was over Dan said (if I recall correctly): He'll 
be as big as Dylan.” 

At this point, I don't know whether Hendrix was as 
‘big’ as Dylan but I do know that every superlative that 
may be attached to Dylan may equally be distributed to 
Hendrix. And more. 

For Hendrix was a major genius in the kind of music 
he knew how to play — and towards the end of his life 
even that qualification becomes less tenable — whereas 
Dylan is a genius, but a minor one. The distinction is 
that no matter how hard he has tried, Dylan has never 
been able to get away from the linear. . , 

But this is not an essay comparing and contrasting 
Dylan and Hendrix, It is more, Ihope, a homage to a man 
whose music lierally penetrated the consciousness 
from the visceral to the mental—ofan entire generation. 

Hortly after I did come to like — fuck it! become MAD 
about — Hendrix' music a friend of mine, who at that 
time was deep into Tibetan Buddhism, said: “I figger 
Hendrix is an avatar of a Tibetan monk.” At firstI 
scoffed at the notion but slowly I began to see that there 
was some PURPOSE to Hendrix; something quite uncanny 
and at the same moment coupled with an intense deter- 
mination to take people somewhere. (Go back, listen to 
that first album. There is a high Himalayan mind-space 
in there.) That purpose dominated Hendrix, He wasnever 
satisfied (like Dylan) with arriving at any given point and 
staying there sitting on his laurels. He kept on moving 
and his whole journey was a deliberate seduction in es- 
tablishing a large group of people who follow (join) him. 

Look at him in the movie ‘Monterrey Pop’, his first 
big appearance on this continent, (He had previously 
been booted out of Little Richard’s band for playing over- 
long solos, stealing the limelight from the old rocker,) 
There he is up on that stage insolently chewing gum 
through ‘Wild Thing’. Arrogant, doing Chuck Berry splits 
the way Berry could never do them. An alarming —at 
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heat of his amps, Jimi stands c 
his speakers, one hài the air and you know he's not 
just “playini made up — the act isn't just 
a random sampling of his aesthetics. The music was 
more of a definition of his life. No one-dimensionality 
here but rather the performance as a personal form of 
magic. Rock and Roll under the direction of Jimi Hendrix 
became a personal, ritualized sacrament: his incantations 
Showmanship, his anguish spatial, his resonances phy- 
sical. 


that time — erotic sinuosity. But it got us, established 
him. 

So when he arrives in Vancouver in September of “68 
he is beginning to forgo the theatrics, He tells all 
the teeny-boppers and sentimental freaks who scream 
for the ‘big Hits’ to shove it. “‘Whadya want me to be? 
A slave to my public? Look, me and my boys have been 
playing that Mickey Mouse stuff for two years and right 
now we're just three guys trying to play a little music 
together. Dig? And if you don’t dig it, you can leave, 
That way nobody’s a slave to nobody.” 

The ballet of his body is reduced and the ballet of 
his music increases, A wild new adventurousness sets 
in as he further explores the music that instructs his 
fingers, his heart, his head. 

I remember when I first heard the opening bands of 
‘Axis: Bold as Love’ I was confused as to where the 
music actually was; in my blood or coming out of the 
record? Hendrix was capable of eliminating those dis- 
tinctions, 

“Electric Ladyland’ — still that taunting, arrogant con- 
fidence of knowing exactly what his trip was. 

In the late spring of 1969 I saw him again in Tor- 
onto. He walked quietly on stage in Maple Leaf Gar- 
dens, plugged in his guitar, approached the mike and 
said: “Hello. For the next hour or so let’s make this 
our own world.” And it was. Our own world. 

And very few people there knew until the following 
morning that a couple of hours before ‘our world,’ 
Hendrix had been busted for possession of narcotics, 

By ‘their world’. 

And then that movie ‘Woodstock’, He’s on that stage 
saying nothing, moving nothing but his fingers, except 
for the fact he is thoroughly mutilating the ‘Star Spangled 
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The man who stood up and waved his freak flag higher 
anyone else is gone. Perhaps only an ego as large 
uld have produced the Black magic of his own
